and architecture. Payments are made to the Province or Municipality 
on the basis of certified costs submitted to Parks Canada in respect 
of each project. Where the site is the property of the Provincial 

of Municipal government, and once the site is restored that government 
is required, under the agreement, to operate it for the benefit of the 
general public.
